The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the method of 
joining TiAl components with a braze having a melting temperature lower than a melting 
temperature of the TiAl components comprising particular directly heating only the braze 
and preventing primary heat input into the TiAl components is not described in the prior 
art.
